NTERSTATE95, FLORIDA—After 

picking up my new car in Denver 
last month, | decided to head down 
South to see Dusty Rhodes. | have 
never met the man who bills himself 
as “The American Dream,” but! had 
been fascinated by the vast 
amounts of. publicity he generated 
for himself. | had to find this 
gentleman and see if he was worth 
all this hype. 

| caught up with him in Atlanta 
after a wrestling show. We talked of 
trivialities for a while. He mentioned 
he had to be in Miami the next day. | 
offered the services of my new car 
to take him to his destination. 

To say the least, Dusty Rhodes is 
one of the most forceful 
personalities | have ever 
encountered. One cannot help but 
be drawn to his dynamics. In very 
little time, he not only accepted my 
offer of a ride down to Miami, he 
insisted upon driving—in my new 
car which | had only bought three 
weeks before. 

Now | usually don't let anyone 
drive me anywhere. | do not like 
being chauffeured around town. 
But Dusty was insisting, and there 
was no way | could resist. 

At 11 p.m that evening, we set 
out on our journey to Miami.| donot 
think | can explain exactly when |

knew | wasin fora rough ride, but by 
the time we arrived at the Georgia- 
Florida border, | was shaking. 

Barreling down the interstate at 
speeds far exceeding the legal limits 
was not my idea of fun. Especially 
when it was my car! But Dusty 
seemed to be enjoying himself, 
weaving in and out of lanes, 
tailgating the few cars on the road, 
forcing the engine beyond its limits. 
| had. my seatbelt on the entire trip. 

Fortunately, | had my tape 
recorder with me. Somewhere 
outside of Orlando | turned it onand 
let it do its work.

Then 
excitement exploded . as everyone 
realized Terry Funk had just lost the 
NWA title to Harley Race! 

“He submitted,” people said in 
astonishment. “He gave up his title. No 
one can preveut being pinned and 
losing a title. That’s understandable. 
But he surrendered! He quit! He gave 
up his title!” 

The end came at 14:10 into the one- 
fall match. Funk had dominated most 
of the battle up to this point. Then, 
Race escaped a headlock and forced 
Funk to the canvas. Instantly, Funk 
found himself trapped in an Indian 
Deathlock, a hold that tortures the leg. 
Terry writhed in agony, grunting and 
groaning piteously all the while. Race 
could hardly believe it when the referee 
told him to release the hold—Funk 
had surrendered. 

Terry was in too much pain to argue 
with the referee. He said only a few

words until silenced by pain and 
sorrow. The grappler had to be helped 
back to the dressing room. Terry 
couldn’t put any weight on his.Jeft leg. 
Less than an hour later, the ex- 
champion was being taken by 
ambulance to the nearest hospital. The 
first diagnosis: an operation would be 
necessary. 

Hours later, Terry invited reporters 
into his hospital room. Although it 
was four o’clock in the morning, he 
was allowed the privilege because of 
his highly emotional state. 

“I never quit,” Terry claimed, his 
teeth clenched from pain, “I never 
surrendered. All I did was grunt. I 
never said a word. I just made sounds. 
The referee never heard me quit. He 
either made a mistake, or he is a lot 
richer tonight than he was this 
afternoon. But I didn’t quit. I’'d never 
give up my title. I’d die first.” 

Could the referee have misunder- 
stood Funk? Stranger things have 
happened in sports. A replay of the 
match shows Funk seemingly saying 
something, although his voice is 
inaudible. It could be grunts, it could 
be surrender. No one will ever be able 
to tell for sure. 

However, Terry had best thank the 
referee rather than insult him. Doctors 
say if the pressure had kept up much 


‘longer, Funk would have been facing 


permanent disability. The muscles and 
tendons would have been . ripped 
beyond repair. As it stands now, Terry 
should be able to try to regain his title 
in a couple of months. 

The fact remains: Harley Race is 
NWA champion. He now owns the 
belt for a second time. The first time 
Harley was champion, he took the belt 
from Dory Funk Jr., Terry’s 
brother. O

RUNO SAMMARTINO stood 
in the back of the arena, carefully 
watching the action in the ring. He 
noted every movement, every tactic, 
every maneuver. They all looked 
familiar. He had seen them before. He 
had devised most of them. The young 
man he was watching won the match. 
The WWWE champion hurried to 
the young man’s dressing room to give 
a critique of his wrestling. Bruno 
praised some points and crititized 
others. Yet there was a touch of 
sadness in his voice. Deep in his heart, 
Sammartino knew the young man was 
almost ready fora championship of his 
own. And that might mean the death 
knell of Bruno’s career. 

Several years ago, a bright teenager 
came to visit the WWWF champion.

Never has Larry Zbyszko said he 
wants to be the man who retires Bruno 
Sammartino.

T WAS LIKE discovering your 
rich aunt left her fortune to a 
society for the elimination of 
aerosol cans. Dusty Rhodes read of 
Harley Race defeating Terry Funk 


for the NWA title and felt robbed by. 


fate. 

“He was ready to fall!” Rhodes 
screamed to anyone within the 
sound of his screech. “| knew it, | 
knew it, | knew it. Funk couldn’t 
hold onto his title. lf he had lasted 
One more match, the title could 
have been mine! 

“Everyone said so. ‘Funk is 
finished. He can’t hold on much 
longer. You sure are lucky, Dusty, 
you're going to wrestle him for the 
title soon.

what makes your colleague, Dan 
Shocket, so great.” 

At that point, | was getting so sick, 
that | just picked up my coat and 
headed for the door. 

“Get smart, Gordon!"’ yelled 
Patera. ‘‘Open your eyes a little and 
you'll see just who is good and who 
is bad.” 


Ernie Ladd's attitude was similar 
to that of Patera. Quite simply, it 
stunk! | have films of a great deal of 
wrestlers, and when | run them 
back in slow motion, you can see 
every foul and dirty tactic used in 
the match. Sure, even the scientific 
wrestlers break the rules from time 
to time. But not like Patera, Ladd, 
and the rest of their kind. 


In a recent match between Dino 
Bravo and and Blackjack Mulligan, | 
counted the number of dirty tactics 
used by each man by watching the 
films of the match. Mulligan, who 
committed the first foul of the 
match, repeated his rulebreaking 
throughout the contest. | quit 
counting as 43! Bravo broke the 
rules three times. | think that speaks 
for itself. 


After taking a poll of fans during 
Mil Mascaras’ recent appearance in 
Madison Square Garden (over 
22,000 fans were in attendance), | 
came up with a rather amazing 
statistic. Ninety-seven percent said 
they would like to see Mascaras 
apper there more often. Two 
percent said they wouldn't, and 
another one percent said it didn't 
matter. | also polled the fans as to 
how they felt about Stan Hansen. 
Eighty-three percent said they 
wouldlove to.see him take a fierce 
battering, nine percent said they 
think he’s great, while another eight 
percent claimed it made no 
difference to them what happened 
to Hansen. 


Speaking of polls and votes, the 
tabulation is in: | will be refereeing 
wrestling matches around the 
country from time to time. Out of 
more than 8,000 fans who 
responded, 77 percent said they 
think | should referee. Many of the 


fans who voted that | shouldn't 
referee, did so because they were 
concerned for my safety. 

“There are too manyrulebreakers 
who are out to get you,’ wrote Ray 
Zammit of Los Angeles. “You're a 
great reporter, and you jeopardize 
your health enough as it is. us fans 
appreciate all you are doing, and 
want you to stay healthy. Please 
don't referee.” 

To all of you who feel that way, 
thanks a million. But | love being a 
wrestling reporter, and I’m willing 
to take chances to get a good story. 
And that includes being a referee. 
Don’t worry—l'll be careful. 

Harley Race, the recently- 
crowned NWA champion, usually 
chews several sticks of gum before 
a match. Psychologists say it 
releases nervous energy to chew 
gum. I’ve interviewed Race several 
times, and know he always chews 
the same kind of gum. | recently 
purchased the same kind of gum, 
along with onion flavored gum from 
a novelty store. | placed the onion 
gum in the wrappers of the gum 
Harley chews, then casually leftitin 
his shirt pocket. You should have 
seen his face light up as he stuffed 
the entire pack into his mouth at 
once. They almost had to take me to 
a hospital from an acute laughing 
fit. 

Many fans are jumping on the 
“Randy's Raider’s’’ bandwagon, a 
group started by Connecticut res- 
taurant owner Ching Yeh. If you 
have any evidence—photos or 
otherwise—that can _ incriminate 
any rulebreaking wrestler, let me 
know about it. Together, we can 
make things quite hot for him. I'll 
hang every rulebreaker slowly but 
suely. | want to make them suffer. 

Last week, | was in Hawaii with 
Dean Ho, who like most Hawaiians, 
is a first-rate surfer. he told me to 
send regards to all his fans, and 
expressed the opinion that we're 
winning the war against 
rulebreakers of this sport. Don't | 
know it! 

Better yet, the rulebreakers know 
it, and they’re all running scared

was still champion. 

Little did lvan know that he had 
just started a chain of events which 
would lead directly to the final 
disgrace and downfall of the NWA 
champion. \ 

Later, in his dressing room, Terry 
talked with a select group of 
wrestling reporters. This time, Funk 
was not ranting and, raving. This 
time, Terry was calmly repentant. 
“Something is terribly wrong,” 
Funk confessed. “l did as well as | 
possibly could tonight. Yet | almost 
lost my belt. | just couldn't do it. | just 
couldn't win. 

“There comes a time in every 
man’s life when he realizes that his 
best is just not good enough any 
more. | should have seen this 
coming. | am tired, very tired. Not 
just physically, but spiritually as 
well. My heart just isn’t in being 
NWA champion any more. 1am just 
so terribly tired. | need to rethink my 
goals and aspirations. | need to 
know just where | am going and 
why. Any questions?” 

To say the least, the reporters 
were all shocked at Terry’s short 
speech. They had never heard the 
headstrong wrestler speak so 
honestly. All the reporters were 
speechless. They could think of 
nothing to ask Funk. Terry had said 
more than he should have said. 

The next two weeks were the 
most frantic Terry ever spent. He 
was in training from dawn till dust, 
hoping to retrieve that extra 
something which had made him 
champion once. But the harder he 
tried, the worse it became. Funk 
was grasping at anything he could, 
but it was lost. 

Funk tried to cancel his scheduled 
championship matches, telling the 
NWA he was sick. This was not too 
far from the truth—he was in fact 
suffering from exhaustion.

went instead to that flunky, Terry 
Funk. It isn’t fair. It isn’t right. But 
what can you do about it? Nothing! 
So I've done nothing. And that isthe 
way things stay. 

‘lam thwarted in all my efforts to 
gain immortality. My only salvation 
is the throng of fans who flock 
around me everywhere | wrestle. 
They support me and my efforts. 
That is what makes it all 
worthwhile. If it weren't for the 
fans, | wouldn't stay in this sport. At 
least not after the moral defeats |'ve 
suffered. 


“There was a time when | didn't 
give a damn about the fans. | just did 
what | wanted and that was that. 
But those days are long gone. Those 
days were trying on me, and | think 
they almost forced me to get out of 
wrestling. In fact, | decided | had to 
do one of two things: Change my 
ways or leave. The toll was too great 
for me to handle any more. 


“There was a young man whose 
life | ruined. He will never walk 
again. It’s all my fault. There is 
nothing which can be done to 
change that. So | changed. Yes, 
even in my rulebreaking days, | did 
have some compassion. Even in my 
rulebreaking days | cared. | felt 
guilty for what | had done to him. 


He'll never walk again. He'll never 
be able to enjoy life. He is, 
understandably, bitter towards me, 
towards everyone. He has never 
forgiven me, and | can't say | blame 
him. Would you forgive the man 
who ruined your life? 

“But | have changed. The fans 
love me. And now! am the greatest. 
There is nothing which can change 
that. Let them have their flunky 
champ.!am the real champion—the 
people’s champion! It is one thing to 
have the official title, which doesn't 
mean a hell of a lot anyway.

become, naturally making Dusty 
more depressed. Reports were 
filled with tales of Harley’s 
magnificent display of wrestling 
skills.

No 
wonder so many superb athletes 
have foresaken their principles to 
pursue careers as ‘‘popular”’ 
wrestlers. It’s the only way to win. 
The men mentioned above have 
never changed, never com- 
promised. They would be perfect 
judges for a referee's fitness. 

Naturally, | don’t have much 
hope of this ever happening. The 
men who have corrupted the sport 
for so long are too powerful to be 
overthrown. What's worse, they 
have the support and admiration 
of the fans. The commissioners 
will do anything to please the fans, 
so they make sure the popular 
wrestlers get all the breaks. Fair- 
ness coming to wrestlers is about 
as likely as eternal peace coming 
to earth. It just ain‘t in the cards. 

This won't stop the best men in 
the sport from giving their all. 
Athletes like Greg Valentine, the 
Hollywood Blonds, John Tolos, 
Sheik, and Ox Baker don’t know 
the meaning of surrender. They're 
responsible for making wrestling 
the best sport in the world.
